THE  BAIT  ACT  or  1887. 

Tlie  m'xt  artioii  of  tbe  Xewfiiuiidbind  govpninieiit  wa«  to 
l..l»^  im.itlii'r  liiiii  Ai't  on  tbi'  Jlut  Ki-briiiirv.  l'*""  'An  Ai't 
to  n'Kulati-  ibi-  i-\|i«irtHlioii  unil  sali'  ••f  lwiriu)(,  i'U|i<'liii,  wiiiiil, 
iinil  olbrr  bait  ti.slif".'

Sill'  ri'iiionitniti'd  against  restriirtions  plai'i'd  on  liritisli  i«hi|>H, 
nlicri'by  tli«v  wrre  ri'ijiiircd  to  |iay  a  liifnitf  ftw  of  $1  per 
i"ii  til'  liirli  ii.lrv,  ami  wrw  n  ^Irii'U'd  lo  our  barrrl  "I  lull

Till'  prohibition  in  n'fKrKiicc  to  piiri'liuiiiiig  bait  cxtrnded  to 
all  placea  on  or  near  any  part  of  the  colony  of  Ncwfuiindland 
and  its  dependencies.  Thus  nu  limit,  capable  of  being  dclined, 
was  given  to  the  extent  of  the  enactment,  and  inasmuch  as  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  was  to  be  fulhiwed  by 
\ery  heavy  |ienalties.  such  an  enactment  was  embarrassing  and 
oppressive  in  its  operations. 

Exlranrdi:i;My  jml-diction  to  magistrates,  which  most 
:iiingenl  Acts  elsewhere  had  given  iiiily  to  vici-admiralty  oollrt^, 
V  :is  contemplated. 

Fnordinatc  inducements  were  held  out  to  prosn'utors,  who 
Hire  rewarded  even  in  the  ease  of  acquittal.  The  ap|)cal  was 
valueless,  as  the  season  would  be  over  before  its  termination. 

ROYAL    ASSKNT    ON    NKWFOUNDLANli's    ASHUBANCES. 

.\l'i-.  emphatic  assurances  were  given  by  the  Newfoundland 
pivcrnmcnt  that  the  Canadian  tishermen  would  he  on  the  .same 
footing  as  those  of  Newfoundland,  under  the  Act,  and  that 
any  rripiired  guarantee  to  suoli  clTei't  would  be  given,  and  ("an- 
ad.i  was  asked  to  a<lvise  Her  Majesty's  government  that  such 
an  explanation  was  satisfactory.  The  Newfoundland  dele- 
gates likewise  gave  similar  assurances  to  Her  Majesty's  gov- 
ernment, avowedly  to  remove  objections  and  to  promote  Koyal 
.\sseiit. 

Her  Majesty's  government,  regarding  these  assiirnuees  as 
(■ 'listitiiting  a  suthciciit  safeguard  of  Cana'iian  interests,  as- 
sisted to  the  Hill,  and  Canada  asked  for  an  intimation  of  the 
Mai  lire  of  the  regulations  under  which  it  was  pro|iosed  that 
Canadians  should  enjoy  equal  rights  with  Newfoundlanders, 
but  no  such  intimation  was  vouchsafed. 


THE  ACT  OF  18S9  ENFORCED  AGAINST  CANADA. 

Oil  the  Ist  June,  18S9,  Newfoundland  passed  an  ainenda' 
lory  Unit  .\ct — '  An  Act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  laws 
iiliiliiig  to  the  i'X|iortatioii  and  sale  of  bait  tislies.' 

In  this  Act  the  provisions  of  that  of  IsbT  were  included.  It 
|.ioliil>itc4  ihe  ex|H)rt,  catch,  purchase  or  imssession  of  any  bait 
lishes  for  the  pur|Hisc  of  cX|Hprtation  from  Newfoundland. 

I'l'ovisioii  was  made  tor  ilie  granting  of  licenses  for  the  alwve 
I'lMposis,  under  aulhoritv  of  the  (iovernor  in  Council.  Kxtra- 
'  rdiiiary  iNiialtiis.  an  1  imprisonment  were  provided.  The  Act 
1MI1H'  into  fnrci'  Mil  .\pril,  IMMI,  by  prrK'hunation. 

In  lliiit  year  the  Newfoundland  government  notified  Canada 
ili:it  II  w.'iilcl  Uc  I'lforced  against  Canadian  fishermen,  and 
'hiring  that  year  Canadian  tishing  ves.-iels  on  the  coast  of  New- 
f''iiiiiil';iihl,  ili'sirinsr  bail  for  their  o|)erations,  were  compelled 
iM  |iiiv  .1  liriii-c  iVi-  mT  $1  |«r  loll  register  and  give  a  bond  for 
$1,000.

THE   BOND-BLAINE   CONTENTION. 

On  the  :21st  Oet'ilier,  1M!M),  the  Mifih  ('iiniiiii»''ii>n  in  Ij^mdon 
was  eableil  bv  the  Prime  MiniHter  of  Canada,  that  Mr.  Ifond, 
of  the  Xewfoundland  ministry,  then  at  Waahinfft'H'.  announced 
.iiithoritv  from  the  Imperial  (jovernraent  to  make  n  separate 
treaty  for  the  free  admisaion  of  Newfoundland  fish  to  the 
United  States  markets,  in  exchanfte  for  bait  and  other  privi- 
leges. 

He  was  instriirted  to  ascertain  the  truth  and  enter  a  protest, 
whieh  he  did  on  the  same  day,  and  later,  on  the  2Tth  of  the 
fame  month,  pointed  out  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Col- 
liuies  that  the  ditKciilties  of  the  vexeil  cpiestion  of  the  British 
Xorlli  Amerieu  fisheries  would  be  (jreatly  inerea.sed  by  ihe  wide 
ileparliire  pmisised  from  the  lonjt-established  )K>licv  that  had 
iiitherto  prevailed. 

This  protest  was  foUoweil  by  an  appmved  niiniite  of  eoiin- 
I'il,  12th  DeiH'iiils'r,  IMHt,  ImisiiI  on  a  re|»irt  bv  the  .Minister 
I  f  .Instill'  and  the  .Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  advcH'al- 
iii^  unity  of  iK'tiuii  mid  explaining  Canaihrs  olijections. 

The  leniis  of  the  pni|Kis<'il  riiiivention  wire  in  part  cpitoni- 
i/iil  us  follow  ; — 

Arliilf  I. — I'liited  States  vessels  to  have  )irivilegr  of  piir- 
ehasiug  bait  in  Newfoundland  on  the  same  i-ouditions  as  New- 
louiiiManil  vessels,  and  to  lie  allowed  to  touch  mid  Iraili',  sell 
tlieir  tish  and  oil,  and  pris-ure  supplies,  paying;  same  dues  as 
.S'ewfonndlanil  vessels,  anil  ismforniiii);  to  the  harlsmr  regula- 
tions. 

Arlirlr  II. — I'aeilities  to  Is'  (fiven  for  rii'overy  in  the 
I'liiti'il  States  eoiirts,  of  the  |ienalties  iiieiirred  tmder  bonds,  by 
(nili'd  States  citizens: 

Arliile  III.  —  I'liitcd  States  to  admit  duty  free  .Vewfouml- 
laiiil  eoiltish,  cod-oil,  seals,  herrings,  salmon,  lobsters,  &;e..  and 
crude  produce  of  mines; 

.\rticle  IV. — Convention  to  continue  for  ten  vears  and  there- 
rfler  from  year  to  year,  subiect  to  a  year's  notii-e. 

It  was  shown  that  from  the  earliest  |ierio(l  in  the  histi.ry  of 
lie  .North  .Viiierica  ti.sherv  i|uestion  ihiwn  to  the  o|ieiiing  of  the 
i.egoliatiuns  with  Mr.  IJoiid,  Her  .Majesty's  pivernniiiil  hail  in- 
'  arialily  reninni/cil  llic  fad  that  the  inleresls  of  all  it-  |«is 
M'ssioiis  ill  lirilisli  Xorlli  .\iiierica.  with  rejiard  to  the  li-heries, 
were  bound  up  together,  and  could  only  be  properly  dealt  with 
on  a  ground  common  to  all. 

This  view  li.is  prevailed  at  every  steji  in  diplomacy  and  ml- 
iiiiiiistriitiirn,  the  two  great  |Hiiiits  on  which  the  .Vtkntic  tisli-

L'lider  these  licenses,  United  States  tisbing  vessels  were  placed 
on  a  par  with  Canadian  tisherinen  on  Canadian  inshores.  with 
till-  flufiiv  i-.\i-i-ptioii  of  not  being  allowed  to  aelnally  fish  in  our 
ill^horl'  waters. 

As  far  hack  as  l^'.i.'i.  the  undersigned  disi-ussed  in  a  ineiiio- 
raiiduni  to  the  then  minister  the  advisability  of  discontiuu- 
iiig  the  system,  or  at  least  a  readjustment  of  Uie  conditions  ob- 
laiiiini:,  lind  sulisequeiuly  -1902— he  again  dealt  with  the  sub- 
ji-i-l.  oil  n-pi-i-»i-iitalioiis  that  llie  privilegi-s  eiijovi-d  liy  I'liited 
Sliili-s  lii.liirnii-11,  and  proviiu-ial  fisherinen  employed  on  riiiti-d 
States  vessels,  were  ruining  the  t'anadian  fishing  business.
